Roomful of police, fire fighters present to support their chiefs

When the new personal services 
agreements for Van Buren Township 
Police Chief Jason Wright and Fire Chief 
Dave MclInally came up on the agenda of 
the March 15 regular meeting of the VBT 
Board of Trustees, a roomful of fire fighters 
and policemen stood up at the back of the 
meeting room to give the two their support. 
“Look at the support,’ said Trustee 

Reggie Miller. “This speaks volumes.” 
Members of the board praised the work 
of the two leaders in the public safety 

department. 

The position of public safety director 
retired with Gregory Laurain last month 
and now Chief Wright is at the head of the 
police department and Chief McInally is 
head of the fire department. McInally has a 
new deputy chief and the police department 
is in the process of seeking a deputy police 
chief for Wright. 

“We’re excited we have new blood,” said 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara. 

The township also had agreed to eliminate 
the blended-rate program that had police 
officers also serving on the fire department 
at costly time-and-a half rates. The first 
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part of the $1.5 million cashout was in that 
evening’s budget amendments. It notes 
$507,900 more in the fire fighters paid-per- 
call payroll line item for 2022 for the first 
of three annual payouts. 

Human Resources Director Nicole 
Sumpter presented the personal services 
agreement and said Wright and McInally 
served side by side with retired Director 
Laurain, providing stability and influence 
for the public safety department. 

Chief Wright completed a new policy 
manual for the police department, 
assisted with achieving accreditation 
for the department and has supervised 
countless administrative, organizational, 
and disciplinary tasks with the police 
department. Before working in Van Buren 
Township, Wright retired a Chief of Police 
from the City of Wayne Police Department. 
His career spans more than 20 years and he 
has had positions on multiple prestigious 
associations. 

McInally worked as a fire explorer, 
public safety dispatcher, paid-on-call fire 
fighter, fire marshal to the current Deputy 
Director of Fire with the township during 
his 29-year tenure. 

In other business at the March 15 meeting,

the board: 

e Approved the first reading of an 
amendment to the sidewalk ordinance, 
which provides a framework for the 
township sidewalk repair program. The 
second reading will be April 5. The 
ordinance spells out the steps for sidewalk 
repair, with homeowners being advised of 
repairs needed, given 60 days to get the 
work done, or then the township comes in 
and does it and puts the cost on their taxes, 
payable over five years. “Haggerty, we 
are coming,” said Supervisor McNamara, 
calling out to the subdivision that is planned 
for work this summer. “Please take care of 


it.” There are 760 parcels in Haggerty Sub. 
And 298 are targeted for the first round; 

e Approved general fund budget 
amendments for FY-2022, which became 
necessary largely due to unfinished 
projects from FY-2021 for reason such 
as supply chain/delivery delays, ongoing 
renovations, staff turnover in senior 
management as well as some unanticipated 
projects and/or expenses. Water department 
amendments included $2.5 million more for 
a Haggerty Road water line replacement, 
which is waiting for Wayne County Road 
improvements, and $262,260 more for a

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Supervisor’s deal with Wayne County shot down by trustees

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said Wayne County came to 
him with an offer to get Haggerty Road 
upgraded next year, but the township board 
has to accept the offer. 

This was during the work/study session 
before the regular meeting on March 15. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, said the work 
would be on Haggerty between Ecorse 
and Van Born with the road being made 
into three lanes for almost a mile with five 
lanes at Ecorse and five at Van Born. There 
would be a traffic signal half-way. He said 
water lines are also a part of the project. 

Work on Haggerty was originally 
scheduled by the county for 2028, but it 
would be in 2023 if the township board 
agreed to the new deal. 

The total cost of the project is estimated 
at $5,728 ,673.63 and VBT would have to 
commit to cover any overage up to 10% 
of the project cost, which amounts to 
$572,867. 

Wayne County would be paying $4.3 
million and Ashley Capital, which has 
huge developments in that area, is chipping 
in $1.4 million to hit the $5.7 million total. 

“To get a third lane is valuable,” 
Supervisor McNamara told the reluctant 
trustees. “I don’t want to wait for this road 

.. They possibly could reevaluate it and 


do it in 2025 ... They won’t move forward 
for next year without a resolution of the 
board.” 

“I don’t have a problem with the scope 
of the work — putting in a water main, a 
supply for the water department, three 
lanes, cement,” said Trustee Don Boynton. 
“Tm definitely against contributing any 
money for something that’s not ours. 
It’s the county’s road. Ashley Capital is 
contributing. I see other businesses will be 
affected by this. I see no reason to contribute 
at all. Ashley Capital owns the majority of 
lots on the west side of Haggerty Road 

. on the east side, businesses are also 
affected. I don’t like $580,000.” 

McNamara said it’s not unusual for Van 
Buren Township to contribute to widening 
roads and Belleville Road and Ecorse 
Road were widened with contributions 
from the VBT Downtown Development 
Authority. He said the businesses along 
Haggerty would benefit, but they are huge 
corporations and it would take years to get 
the right guy at Coca-Cola to negotiate this. 

Trustee Boynton said he knows the Coca- 
Cola vice president who goes to his church, 
“and he said I should tell him what I need.” 
Boynton said the board needs a little more 
time to look at this. 

“$580,000 is a tough pill to swallow,” 
he said. 

McNamara said they looked into a special 
assessment district but that would result in 


a $20,000 payment for seven residents. 

“Could we exempt them?” he asked. “T 
don’t think so.” 

Clerk Leon Wright said his subdivision’s 
homeowners’ association was waiting for 
the county to maintain its roads because 
residents believe they shouldn’t be paying 
for county roads. But if they don’t pay, 
they won’t get fixed, he said. 

“We have the obligation to make decisions 
that sometimes are hard decisions,” Clerk 
Wright said. He said they are not even sure 
it would get done in 2028. 

“Even if it’s a hard pill to swallow, our 
role is to take care of the residents ... since 
we have the money to build it,’ Wright 
said. 

Trustee Kevin Martin said people come 
to the board to complain about roads and 
the board tells them they are county roads. 

“Haggerty Road is a truck route,” Trustee 
Martin said. “I can’t believe they won’t 
pave before 2028... A couple of weeks ago 
I was there and couldn’t believe it ...Ten 
percent of the entire project is ludicrous...” 

“I believe what you said in concept, 
but this is an opportunity to get it done,” 
Wright said. 

Trustee Miller said she came to the 
meeting with an open mind and no one 
disputes the road needs to be done. She 
said the homeowners’ association has to 
take care of county roads. 

“To ask the township to pay $580,000?” 


she asked. “It’ll be more.” 

After more discussion, McNamara said 
he sees a 3-3 split right now so he will take 
it off the agenda for the regular meeting 
that afternoon. Trustee Sherry Frazier was 
absent. 

He said the county was going to start 
design work on the Haggerty project next 
week if the board approved it. He said a 
report on the horrible condition of the road 
was on Channel 7 and the county saw it. 

“Wayne County does not want you to do 
this road,” McNamara said. “They want 
you to vote no because they’ll have to 
move the community they already agreed 
to do for next year.” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said Ashley 
Capital is willing to donate because they 
want to use the roadway, which is a major 
highway. “I don’t think we’ll get three 
lanes in the near future,” she said. “I think 
we need to look at this closer. 

“I’m not going to give up,” McNamara 
said. “Ive been working on it for two 
years.” 

In other matters during the hour-long 
work-study session, the board discussed 
the amended sidewalk ordinance and 
multi-departmental budget amendments 
for the Amended 2022 Budget, which both 
were on the agenda of the regular meeting 
that immediately followed this session. 


Belleville City Council considers ways to mark outdoor drinking area

Under state law, there has to be signs 
that show where the BORA-DORA district 
starts and stops in the City of Belleville and 
at Monday’s regular meeting of the city 
council several ways were considered. 

The Designated Outdoor Refreshment 
Area (DORA) was signed into law as 
the “cocktails to go” law by Governor 
Gretchen Whitmer in June 2020 and 
immediately adopted by Belleville which 
added the Belleville Outdoor Refreshment 
Area (BORA) to its name. 

John and Jennifer Winter of Egan’s 
Pub worked hard to get the DORA social 
district into effect to help their business 
survive during the pandemic. Egan’s was 
the first business in town to become a 
qualified licensee. 

Patrons are able to buy a specially 
marked cup for an alcoholic beverage from 
a licensee that would allow them to walk 
and drink throughout the district. 

The district now includes the Fourth 
Street Square and Fourth Street Place, 
Main Street from High to Third streets, 


Roys and High streets as far as Church 
Street and Horizon Park as far as Church 
Street. 

A plan to include the shopping center 
now under construction 
next to the bridge was 
dropped for now since 
the businesses have 
to be operating there 
before it can become a 
DORA area. 

The council had 
agreed to markings on 
the sidewalk at a previous meeting, but on 
Monday they discussed signs on poles and 
sandwich signs. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson said he’d like to take the ideas 
the councilmembers have sent to him 
and discuss them with a sign company to 
determine the sizes and colors. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the approved 
logo for the cups and signs is the clock in 
the Fourth Street Square. 

Retired councilman Tom Fielder said 
that the children’s zone for Lakefest is 
now set for Horizon Park in the middle 
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of the alcohol zone. He said last year, 
when the children’s zone was at Main and 
Third streets, people complained because 
people were drinking their alcohol in the 
children’s area. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Set a public hearing for April 4 
for a second reading and adoption of 
an amendment/addition to the Post- 
Construction Stormwater Management 
Ordinance, as required by the state; 

e Approved the special event application 
for the Belleville Fire Department 
Association’s “Fill the Boot for Autism” 
event from 2 to 6 p.m., April 2, at the 
corner of Main and High streets to collect 
donations for the Autism Alliance of 
Michigan. Chris Zweng said this is the 
tenth-annual event for them, though they 
had a two-year hiatus due to COVID. April 
2 is National Autism Day and some of the 
fire fighters have children with autism, he 
said; 

e Approved the special event application 
for the Belleville Area District Library to 
have the Fourth Street Place closed from 


noon to 4 p.m. on April 9, in the interest of 
public safety while the library is holding 
its grand opening and ribbon cutting 
ceremony. They also asked for barricades 
at the intersection of the alley and Fourth 
Street Place. They expect 300 people, more 
or less, for the event, which runs from 1 to 
3 p.m.; 

e Approved the special events application 
for Music Lakeside, which will begin at 7 
p-m. each Thursday from June 23 to Aug. 
18, featuring music and food trucks. The 
Belleville Area Council for the Arts asked 
for High Street to be closed from 4 to 10 
p-m. each of those days to allow for set-up 
and take-down. A crowd of 500, more or 
less, is expected for each concert; 

e Approved the maintenance agreement 
with the Downtown Development 
Authority that has the DDA paying 
more than double what it has been. In 
2021, the DDA paid the city $103,488 
for all of the services in the district. The 
new agreement calls for $275,461.16 in 
payments to the city in 2022. “I appreciate 
all the DDA members,” said City Manager

When we read the report School Supt. 
Kudlak put on the school district website 
March 16 about the gun brought to school 
on March 7, I realized that somehow I had 
missed him saying, in his earlier oral report 
before the school board, that the gun was 
found outside of the school property. That 
brought lots of questions to mind, so I asked 
Belleville Police Chief Dave Robinson 
about the gun. 

He replied, “During the short period of 
time the individual was away from the 
school, we knew the area he ran in within 
several houses and yards. Sgt. Faull located 
the firearm within 15 minutes of the call 
in the backyard of a residence where the 
individual had run and tried to hide the 
firearm. The student then in the interview 
with me admitted to possessing the firearm 
at school.” 

The 15-year-old male was taken into 
custody by juvenile authorities. 

Jennifer Zaenglein, director Van Buren 
Township’s Recreation Department, had an 
announcement for the township board at its 
March 15 meeting, but first she walked up to 
the board table and gave each board member 
a small candy bar of the “$100 Grand” brand 
in a bright red wrapper. Then she announced 
the grant she wrote last fall was successful 
and the township got a $100,000 grant for 
work on Riggs Park. “Parks and Recreation 
put the fun in funding,” she said with a 
smile. She gave me a candy bar, too, along 
with others in the audience. 

Trustee Reggie Miller responded, “I love 
we're keeping Riggs Park a preserve. I 
thank you.” 
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A senior citizen in Van Buren Township 
said they have been advised that the senior 
center will be closed to seniors from April 
14 to June 1 so they can move equipment 
to Haggerty School where the senior center 
will operate during construction of the new 
community center. 

We heard a report on the scanner at 
about 8:30 a.m., Monday, March 14, that a 
trash truck hit a live power line on Arkona 
Road between Sumpter and Elwell roads 
in Sumpter. The driver was reported to be 
conscious and breathing and will stay in the 
truck. A passerby talked to him. 

Through the mystery of Google, J. Ross 
Baughman’s loss of negatives in the fire at 
The Waverly on the Lake (former Harbour 
Club apartments) last summer reached the 
eyes of a friend in New York and he checked 
the files of Life Magazine and found some of 
his color negatives — and sent them to him. 

Ross has spent an exciting lifetime as a 
photo journalist and he now lives in Van 
Buren Township not far from his sister Mary 
Ann Bitner who lives on N. Liberty Street 
in the City of Belleville. He won a Pulitzer 
Prize for his feature portfolio showing the 
brutal treatment of prisoners by Rhodesian 
Security Forces in the fall of 1977. We wrote 
a story on some of his losses in the fire and 
recently won a state award for our story. 

Ross said he had used a color picture from 
one of the last stories he did for Life in his 


memoirs and would like a print from the 
original negative. This means he must find 
someone with equipment to scan the original 
color 35mm negative and make a copy of 
the picture in a high-resolution setting. 

If anyone knows of someone who has the 
kind of equipment needed for this, let us 
know and we’ll pass it on to Ross.

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VBT teen charged with murder 
after 2021 Belleville Road crash 


A juvenile male, now 17, of Van Buren 
Township, has been charged with second- 
degree murder and reckless driving 
causing serious bodily injury in a Feb. 7, 
2021 crash on Belleville Road. 

He is charged with adult designation, 
which means if convicted the judge has 
the option to sentence him as a juvenile, 
or as an adult, or with a blended juvenile 
sentence with the option of imposing an 
adult sentence if he is not rehabilitated. 

The car crash killed Chataya Jayana 
Thurman, 19, of Van Buren Township, and 
injured an 18-year-old Van Buren Township 
woman, a 56-year-old Ypsilanti woman, 
and a 51-year-old Ypsilanti man. 

On Feb. 7, 2021, at approximately 6:30 
p.m., Van Buren Township police officers 
were dispatched to the area of Belleville 
Road between Ecorse and Robson roads, 
for a reported head-on collision. 

Upon their arrival,officers were advised 
that Ms. Thurman was unresponsive and 
trapped in the rear of the defendant’s 
vehicle. Medics arrived on scene and

prounced her deceased. The juvenile and 
the remaining victims were transported to 
a local hospital for treatment. 

Police said the 16 year old was driving a 
black Pontiac G6 south on Belleville Road 
when he lost control and crossed the center 
line. 

The G6 went into the path of a Chevrolet 
Trailblazer heading north on Belleville 
Road, according to authorities. The 
Trailblazer, driven by a 51-year-old 
Ypsilanti resident, struck the G6 on the rear 
passenger side, officials said. 

The teen driver was given a $10,000/10% 
bond and, if released on bond, is ordered 
to have no contact with the victims, no 
possession of weapons, and no illegal 
drug use. He appeared for a preliminary 
hearing at the Juvenile Detention Facility 
on March 16. A preliminary examination 
was scheduled for March 21 before Judge 
Edward Joseph.

COVID-19 deaths 
remain at 128 in 48111 
positive tests at 8,860 


The number of people who have died from 
COVID-19 in the 48111 zip code remained 
at 128 as of Monday, March 21, according 
to figures from the Wayne County Health 
Department.

e Heard Treasurer Sharry Budd say that the 
planning commission and Board of Zoning 
Appeals pay was raised to $75 a meeting 
from $25, but the money was already in 
the budget and so no amendments were 
needed;

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Belleville Golf Cart Ordinance 
goes into effect March 24 


“We are very happy to announce that the 
new Belleville ordinance to allow golf carts 
to be operated on certain city-owned streets 
in Belleville goes into effect on March 24, 
2022,” said Belleville Deputy City Manager 
Tim McLean in a news release. 

There is a $50 fee to register golf carts. 
Residents interested in registering their golf 
cart can pick up the application material at 
Belleville City Hall (6 Main Street, Belleville, 
MI 48111) or online (bellevilleonthelake. 
com). The application material includes the 
full text of the ordinance, frequently asked 
questions, and a checklist of items that will be 
inspected by the Belleville Police Department. 


The Belleville City Council adopted this 
ordinance at its regularly scheduled meeting 
on Feb. 22. This ordinance will remain in 
effect for a one-year pilot period. Golf cart 
registrations will be valid for a period of three 
years if the Belleville City Council adopts this 
ordinance on a permanent basis at the end of 
the pilot period. 

Once you have completed your application, 
contact the Belleville Police Department (734) 
699-2710 to schedule an inspection. For any 
questions about the ordinance or application 
process, contact Deputy City Manager 
McLean at (734) 252-4317. 


VBT fire causes some $50,000 in 
damage to Bayshore Dr. condo 


Van Buren Township fire fighters were called 
to a structure fire at 48255 Bayshore Drive at 
about 1 p.m. Monday and when they arrived it 
was a working fire in the roof over the attached 
garage. 

Deputy Fire Chief Andy Lenaghan said the 
fire extended from the garage into the living 
quarters of the condominium. Fire fighters from 
both VBT fire halls were fighting the blaze, so 
the City of Belleville Fire Department stood 
by. Fire fighters from Ypsilanti and Ypsilanti 
Township were present to help with mutual aid. 

They spent three hours at the scene and the 


last unit left at 4:30 p.m. 

Deputy Chief Lenaghan said the condo was 
not a total loss, with an estimate of $50,000, 
and possibly more, in damage because of the 
water and smoke damage and trusses that need 
to be replaced. He said the ceiling area of the 
front bedroom was damaged and the fire was 
“hidden.” Fire fighters had to pull down drywall 
to expose the fire and stop it from spreading. 

The cause is under investigation and expected 
to be electrical, he said. The homeowners were 
at home and called in the fire. There were no 
injuries.

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Belleville DDA agrees to pay more to city in new maintenance agreement

An updated maintenance and service- 
provider agreement between the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority and 
the City of Belleville -- that brings more 
than two and a half times the amount back 
to the city for services to the DDA -- was 
approved unanimously as presented at the 
DDA’s regular meeting on March 16. 

The current agreement that brought 
$103,488 to the city for all the services 
performed in 2021 for the DDA expires 
June 30. 

The new, three-year agreement that starts 
July 1 will bring an estimated $275 461.61 
in payments to the city in 2022. At its 
March 21 meeting, the city council also 
approved the agreement. 

The DDA captured a total of $858,883.90 


for 2021-22, with $458,296.12 of that 
captured from the City of Belleville. 

The current maintenance agreement has 
been in effect since 2017 and since then the 
level of service that the city provides to the 
DDA has not changed, said Tim McLean, 
deputy city manager/DDA Director, in a 
memo. He said the percent of property tax 
revenue given by the DDA to the city to 
perform those services has decreased in 
each year of the agreement. Additionally, 
he wrote, the cost to perform those services 
has increased. 

City administration worked with 
accountant Kelly Howey of Plante Moran 
to review the associated costs to provide 
all of these services for the DDA. It was 
determined that the costs to provide the 
current level of service to the DDA exceed 
the amounts being paid back to the city by

the DDA. 

DDA chairperson Alicia McGovern and 
City Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson 
had several meetings to iron out the details 
before presenting it to the DDA and the 
city council. 

The DDA held a special meeting on 
March 9 to discuss proposed changes to the 
agreement. The DDA asked for language 
to be added stating there would be monthly 
reporting on work completed in the DDA 
district by the Department of Public Works. 
The DPW has started daily logs of its work, 
City Manager Robinson said. 

The services include maintenance 
performed by the DPW in the district, 
administrative services, tax roll preparation, 
liability and property insurance, the annual 
audit, and financial / accounting services. It 
also includes the upstairs DDA office space 
with computer at a cost of $200 per month. 

The agreement also allows for adjustments 
to payments based on the rate of inflation 
not to exceed 5%. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-13- 
minute meeting, the DDA: 

e Heard chairperson McGovern announce 
the citizen comments for both agenda and 
non-agenda items would now be at the 
beginning of the meeting and there would 
be no citizen comments during the meeting 
or at the end; 

e Approved allocating up to $3,000 to

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purchase 35 new hanging baskets with 
water reservoirs in the bottom that will 
reduce the costs and efforts of watering. 
They can be watered every other day 
instead of every day. After discussion, the 
color green was requested for the baskets. 
The baskets were recommended by Joyce 
Rochowiak of Garden Fantasy which 
provides the hanging baskets filled with 
flowers for the summer. She said the new 
baskets are expected to last 15-20 years and 
a lot of cities are using these. She said the 
baskets are made by Eckert’s Greenhouse 
in Sterling Heights, so there will be no 
supply-chain problem in getting them, and 
she will pick up the baskets so there will be 
no delivery charge; 

e Unanimously passed a resolution 
pledging the DDA’s tax increment 
revenues to pay the interest and principal 
for the Streetscape Bonds for the 2022 
Refunding procedure. The city is in the 
process of refinancing the existing bond 
debt to achieve considerable savings. It 
was estimated the projected tax increment 
revenues available would be $800,000 per 
year from the 2022-23 to 2028/29 fiscal 
years to pay off the bonds; 

e After discussion, tabled the purchasing 
policy presented by DDA Director McLean 
and directed him to be more specific and 
update the policy for the April 20 meeting; 

e Approved a $8,500 contract with GMS 
Sealcoating for Main Street restriping from 
N. Liberty Street to Five Points, with the 
DDA paying $4,250 of that and the city 
paying $4,250 out of its Major Streets 
Fund. GMS would be able to complete the 
work on a Sunday, striping yellow curbs, 
yellow strips down the middle of Main 
Street, white parking spots and crosswalk. 
GMS said the city will street sweep Main 
Street and leave out blockades. They will 
start at Hayward’s to High Street, then 
move forwards from High to Third and 
then Third to City Hall; 

e Discussed electrical work that needs 
to be done in the Fourth Street Square 
and Fourth Street Place with McLean 
recommending installation of an electrical 
cabinet in Fourth Street Place and to 
pursue repairs to the existing outlets in 
Fourth Street Square that are currently 
inoperable. The suggested removal of the 
existing pole in Fourth Street Square to put 
lines underground would be both time- and 
cost-prohibitive, he said. Mayor Kerreen 
Conley, who sits on the DDA, said she has 
an issue with electrical boxes and she wants 
to know where it’s going to be and what it 
looks like. McLean said the Fourth Street 
Place electrical box would be in the parking 
lot. Councilman Steve Jones said there are 
no poles on Fourth Street Place and tree 
grates only there, with lights planned for 
the base of the trees. McGovern advised 
Jones that they are not having public 
comments during the meetings now. DDA 
member Jim Chudzinski asked how much 
power is needed at Fourth Street Square for 
the stage and Jones said it was two, 110-

can comment on issues at the beginning of 
the meeting.

School Board hears presentation 
on pre-school tuition program

During Monday’s regular meeting of 
the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education, Becky Ross, director of the 
recently constructed Early Childhood 
Development Center, gave a presentation 
on preliminary plans to open the pre-school 
tuition program in the fall. 

She said she had 72 respondents to a 
family survey and she went over the results 
with the board members, saying 40% don’t 
need care outside of the school year. 

She said they plan a year-round tuition 
program from 6:30 a.m. to 6 p.m., Monday 
through Friday, with full day and half-day 
options. 

There will be four tuition classrooms: 
infants, toddlers, three-year-old preschool, 
and four-year-old preschool. The GSRP, 
ECP and ASD classes will continue. 

Ross explained the Infant Room cares 
for those six weeks through 18 months; 
Toddler and Twos Room is for those 18 
months to 36 months. Ratio is four children 
to one caregiver. Tuition will have daily 
and weekly rates. 

The Three- Year-Old Preschool classroom 
is for those who are age three by Sept. 1 
and the ratio is 10 children to one caregiver. 
The Four-Year-Old Preschool classroom 
requires children to be four by Sept. 1. The 
ratio is 12 children to one caregiver. Tuition 
is for a semester or yearly program, billed 
in 10 monthly installments.
